A member of the gifted family of Palgrave died this wock. This 
was Mr. William Gifford Palgrave, British Minister at Montevideo. His great 
achievement in life was to pass through Central Asia in tho disguise of a 
Mahomedan, and he added by his writing to our knowledge of modern Arabian 


life. Doubtless his Semitic descent aided Mr, Palgrave to conceal from the 


fanatical Moslems among whom he passed the fact that ho was a European and 
a Christian. The works of his father, Sir Francis Palgrave, the Deputy Keeper 
ofthe Public Records, are still catalogued at the British Museum under his 
original name of Cohen. Sir Francis was born a Jew in 1788, but in 1823, 
became a Protestant, married, and assumed the name of Palgrave, perhaps 
because his family came from the Rhenish Palatinate, He is indexed as “ Palgrave 
(late Cohen)” in Whishaw’s Synopsia, 1835. The late Vr. William Gifford Pal- 
grave was a younger son, and had an adventurous life from the religious point 


of view as well as otherwise. Educated at Oxford he became a Jesuit and 


worked for the Roman Catholic Church in Syria. Then he accepted em- 
ployment from a worldly master, the late Emperor Napoleon III., and ended 
his days as a British official and contributor to the English reviews. His 
literary style was admirable. 


The Biography of the late Emma Lazarus in this month's Century does no 
more than justice to the elevated thought and writings of the American Jewess. 
Until within a few years of hor untimely death sho was apparently indifferent 
to the religion and race of her Sephardi ancestors. But the sight of the Russian 
rcfugees, and the tale of their sufferings fired her sympathetic heart and all the 
latent fecliags of attachment to her people welled up in a flood of enthusiasm, 
Her coolness gave way to fervour, her pen was not allowed to rest until the 
wronzs of her outraged brethren and sisters were depicted with all the indig- 
nation she felt. On her visit to England she spoke of the shame attaching to any 
Jew or Jewess calmly standing aloof whilst persecution was rife against their 
fellow Jews. But with sadness she admitted that the Jew of America had too 
little sympathy with his brother Jew in Russia. They were apart in all senti- 
ments but that of a common ancestry. The name of Grace Aguilar is naturally 
suggested by that of Emma Lazarus, for between these two daughters of 
Israel, amid much that was dissimilar, there were many points of resemblance. 
Both were of Sephardi origin, several of Grace Aguilar’s specifically Jewish 
writings first saw the light in America, and both died at an early age ; but not 
before they had given evidense of an overwhelming sympathy with the sufferings 
of their people. 


The Church Congress is sitting again, and discussing subjects of more or 
less importance to Christians and religionists in general. That such meetings 
are of advantage is almost unquestionable. The Church of England benefits by 
the mutual influence exerted upon clergy and laity who meet together in council, 


and religious life acquires fresh tone and vigour from the frank debating of © 


existing problems. Why is it that so useful an expedient has never been 
adopted by us? While we may fairly take credit for the admirable manage- 
ment of our religious and charitable organisations, we still lack the facilities for 
the interchange of ideas on communal topics which Congresses afford. Espe- 
cially is it desirable that opportunity should be given from tim» to time for an 
interchange of views between ministers and laymen. 


Such an arrangement would be of two-fold advantage. It would‘enable the 
clergy to understand more clearly the religious wants of the community, and it 
would help to remove many a difliculty—both abstract and practical—which is 
none the less real because it is never publicly expressed. At present the religious 
needs of tho laity are but imperfectly realised even by themselves, owing to the 
want of opportunity of formulating them. But apart from this there is un- 
doubtedly a large body of opinion on religious matters already formed in the 
community to which no satisfaction is given simply because it isdumb, Yet it 
is manifestly dangerous to permit spiritual wants to go unsatisfied, seeing that 


in time the healthy sentiment from which they spring may dio of sheer inanition. — 


The clergy. scarcely realise the true conditions of the spiritual life and 


thought of the community. Moreover, there are many questions both 
of theology and of practical routine disturbing modern Jewish minds, © 
which, both in the interests of Judaism and in justice to the perplexed — 


minds themselves, ought to be decided one way or another. Many 
a layman needs authoritative guidance and direction. He has doubts, 
and yearns to have them dispelled. He feels himself slowly drifting 


away from the old moorings of belief or of ceremonial and would heartily 


welcome a strongeranchor, These are needs which it is positive treachery to 
the faith to neglect, and they can only be satisfied by clergy and laity meeting 
face to face, and learning what each has to tell, | 


Tho publication of Mr. L. B. Abrahams's Prayer Book, which we review elsee 
where, may be said to mark a new and satisfactory departure in Anglo-Jewish 
educational affairs. Jewish teachers, private and public, will welcome a book 
which will relieve them from much of the drudgery and heartburning that has 
hitherto been theirlot. Here at last is a translation, at once simple and accurate 
to take the place of the old unsatisfactory versions, which were either beyond 
the pupil’s comprehension or too full of blunders for the teacher’s peace of mind 
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Henceforth the necessity of dictating the English of a given passage a8 
the easier alternative to paring down the exuberance or correcting the 
errors of the printed translation will exist no longer to torment the 
instructor. Appetite, however, grows with what it feeds upon. The 
appearance of Mr. Abrahams’s little work sets us longing for other 
books equally needed. The want of a Manual of Religion adapted for class- 
teaching, and of a simple Hebrow Grammar and Reading book ia not yet supplied. 
Until it is satisfied Jewish school-material will be very far from perfect. 


A correspondent writes : One thing that cannot fail to etrike the Jewish travel- 
ler in Spain is the remarkable similarity of certain types of Spaniards with the well. 
known characteristics of Jews. Many Spaniards, who boast of the sangre azul seem 
as if they could boast of a far more ancient lineage than that of Jacqme el Conquis- 
tador or Roman Berenguer, to wit, that of the He brew patriarchs. Some Spanish 
women seem as if they had been transplanted from Bevis Marks or Bryanston 
Street. And some of the little ones too : only the other day as 1 looked ata little lad 
who was evidently regarding me as something surprising and amusing, I thought 
for a moment that I was near the Jews’ Free School in Bell Lane, and was about 
to reprove him for his Chutzpah when I remembered that it would be all 
‘‘English” to him. It is notas if this type were universal among Spaniards ; 
only about one in twenty of the men and one in fifteen of the women, roughly 
speaking, are at all Semitic in appearance. And in Barcelona it is rare indeed 
to meet with the characteristic. To my mind there is little doubt that the prepo- 
tency of the Jewish blood is telling in such cases, and bringing out ancestral 
types of which the inheritors are themselves ignorant. It is well-known that a 
large number of the Marranos or New Christians intermarried among Spaniards. 
There is the old story of the three hats—a Jewish touch that—which the King’s 
treasurer brought fur the Grand Inquisitor for himself and for his Majesty, when 
it was proposed that those of Jewish blood should wear hats of a pecniiar shape- 
And the Spaniards of to-day and especially their wives and daughters show to 
the authropological eye that the joke was something more than a joke. The old 
heraldic authorities of Spain referred to this int ermixture with Jewish blood as 
the Tizou de Espana,“ the stain of Spain.” Certainly that stain has not been 

wiped out in the four centuries during which no Jew has set foot on Spanish 
soil. Heredity is a fact, as these lives help to prove, and Spain might banish 
Jewish heresy, but she could not banish Jewish blood from the veins of many 
of her sons and daughters. | | 


The Congress for the study of Tuberculosis, which recently met at Paris, 
adopted a’ resolution which practically gave expression to the desire that all 
animals killed for food should he examined and rejected if diss3ased, as has been 
the custom of the Jews since ancient times. It was resolved that “all meat 
derived from tubercular animals, whatever the gravity of the specific lesion 
found in these animals, should be seized and totally destroyed.” Dr. H. Behrend 
has shownin our columns how important is the cxamination of the lungs, etc. 
(Bedita) as conducted by Shochetim. Now that the communic ability of disease 
to man from animals used for food has been demonstrated beyond doubt, the 
rejection of diseased animals (especially those suffering from tuberculosis) should 
become a subject for practical legislation. Jews, it is well to know, are less liable 
to phthisis than others, and this immunity is attributed by physiologists to the 
care taken to reject as MDVD animals affected with tuberculosis.

ENGLISH IN THE SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


S1k,—The sermon preached by the Rev. S. Singer on the First Day of Taber- 


nacles,a report of which appeared in your impression of Friday last, brings one of 
my suggestions for the improvement of the Synagogue Service within measurable 
distance of realization, The public recital in English of passa ges from the Prophet, 
cannot fail, I think, to make the Servics more interesting and impressive, Mr. 
Singer has so forcibly put the case on behalf of the change he advocates that I am 
relieved from the necessity of supporting his arguments, That, however, an ortho- 
dox minister should have the courage to recommend such an innovation from the 
pulpit is a notable sign of the times, It betokens the existence among the Jewish 
clergy both of a deeper insight into the religious wants of the community and of a 
dawning consciousness that to go on ignoring those wan ts amounts to a positive 
betrayal of the pastor's trust. It proves, moreover, that the feeling of dissatisfaction 
with the Service, which I described in my recent articles as-largely prevailing 
among English Jews, is not a fiction buta reality, which is slowly but surely making 
jtself felt in the pressure of public opinion. I ask whether the principles of wise 
statesmanship do not suggest the advisability of moderate and immediate conces- 
sions to this feeling, as a means of avertiug a clamour for change later on, which 
only drastic and perhaps dangerous reforms will appease. 


On the other hand it may serve a useful purpose at this juncture if you will. 


permit me to repeat a warning which I have already given. Inconsiderable as is 
the change which Mr. Singer advocates, it is not every section of the community 
that is ripe for it. There are congregations ani congregations, Even the very 
modest improvements of the liturgy made under the direct sanction of the Chief 
Rabbi have hitherto failed to commend themselves to a large aumber of English 
Jews, and have not yet been adopted by some synagogues even in the metropolis, 


The introduction of English int» the Service, lik: every other similar change, is a 


subject upon which each congrezation should be ‘permitted to pronounce 
jodgment for itself. The question is one which can be satisfactorily 
settled only by taking into account local wants and feelings. If in its 
parsu't of the ideal Service one coagrezation oasht to b2 allowed to adopt 
some such change as that under discussion, another congregation should be equally 
fre wo reject every innovation if it already possess°s its ideal Service. If dissension

Sir,—A man has just passed away in Roumania whose memory deserves ¢ 
honoured wherever philanthrophy is appreciated, a man whose life's noble " 
‘ever been to help the poor, to be a father to the fatherless and & succour ; th 
needy, a man whose ambition has been to teach the fortunate how to share re 
suffering humanity the riches of which it is their privilege to be the mail 
thanks to their own or their forefathers’ abilities. I mean tha late Jacod von 
Neuschotz, of Jassy, who breathed his last on the first day of Rosh Hashans 
last, after a severe illness from which he had beea suffering for a considénbls 
time. It is not my intention to trespass upoa the kind hospitality waioh a 
accord t) my lsttera, by giving in this place a detailed biography of the deck ied 
philanthropist, but I must ask you to allow me to mention a few facts which will 
exp'ain why the Jews of Roumania aad especially the commanity of Jawy, have 
been thrown into a state of grief and sorrow such as they never experienced defor, 
Risen, so to say, from the ranks, for Neuschotz was bat the son of poor 
parents, ania hard-workiag man almost till he attained the age of maturity, he 
amassed by his own business capacities a very large fortune, which, however, he 
emp.oyed not for his own selfish ends but ia accord with the generous instincts which 
characterised his whole being. He built the first modern synagogue ia Roumanis 
out of his own means, supported and endowel it with the necessary funds, and 
provide it with a competent personnel brought from abroad, thus introdacing s 
new era in the annals of the Jewish communities in Roumania; he founded and 
endowed the first and almost the only Home for Jewish orphans in Roumsni 
which has saved numbers of children from physical and moral degmédstioo, and 
which being known as the “ Orfelinat Jacob si Fanny Neuschotz” will serve him 
as a monument that can stand the severest of storms. He frequently sentani main 
tained abroad several Jewish, and even Christian young men, to receive such a 
education as would enable them. to be of service to their co-religionists upon theig 
return home. He contributed liberally towards every charitable or education 
institution which came under his notice, without distinction of race ot religion 
and, in short, never missed an opportunity of helping his fellow-men in 4 m0 
liberal-minded and open-heartel manner. For having performed several charitsdl 
ac's of considerable magnitulde in Austria-Hungary the Emperor of Avste 
decorated and ennobled him ; he was likewiss one of the very few favoured Roum 
nian Jews who have received a high Roumaniaa decoration, aad yet when 4 few 
years ago he applied for the Roumanian citizenship, M. Bratiano’s Marioueti 
Chamber had the unheard-of impudence to declare him unworthy of it. This, 
course by-the-way, as an illustration of the state of things in the country of whic 
I was once @ would-be citizen. —And now this man, who would have been the pri 
of any civilized country, has gon over to the majority. His faneral was mot 
than princely; Jews ant Christiais alike followed him t» the gavel 
thousands, and vied with each other in paying their respects to his remains; allt 
principal and fairly conducted newspapers have deplored the loss of one of th 
greatest men Roumania has ever possessed, and even several foreign journsis 4

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DEATH Of MISS MIRIAM HARRIS.

It is our melancholy duty to announce the Meath, at midday on Saturday last, 
d Miss Miriam Harris, the-Head Mistress of the Jews’ Infant School. 

Fifty years ago there was no Jewish School for Infants in London. The 
want had for some time been felt and was engaging the attention of several leading 
nenbers of the community, especially the Goldsmid family, who from the inception 
of theidea to the present day have taken the warmest personal interest in the insti- 
tution. No practical step was taken to remedy the deficiency until the Misses Frances 
ud Phoebe Barnett—the sisters-in-law of Miss Harris—both enthusiastic 
tlucationists, warmly took the matter up, being particularly spurred to 
he task by the fact that the conversionists were seeking to entrap 
lvish infants into a Mission School in Spitalfields. Mr. Walter 
Jwephs and Mr. Sampson Samuel were asked to support the idea and were

energy, the rare administrative skill, the thorough goodwill of its Head Mistress, 
The building in Gravel Lane, Houndsditch, had been merely adapted for the pur- 
poses of a school, and one of its features was an inclined plane instead of stairs to 
render it easy for the toddling little ones to reach the school rooms on the first 
floor, About fifteen years after its inauguration the number of the pupils had 
outgrown the capacity of the building attached to Messra, Bousfield’s warchouse in 
Houndsditch. The managers boldly decided to erect a large school upon a site in 
Commercial Street, Whitechapel, then a new thoroughfare just formed by the 
Board of Works. The new building was opened in 1858, under the presidency of 
Sir Francis Goldsmid ; the proceedings of the day being conducted by the late 
Earl of Carlisle. 

In an article in Good Words of September, 1866, a full and highly favourable 
account of the Jews’ Infant Schools was given, the writer having been accompanied by 
Miss Anna Maria Goldsmid, an enthusiastic admirer of the Schools and an attached 
friend of Miss Harris, Perhaps, the deceased lady was seen at her best at the 
annual Chanucah and Purim gatherings at the Schools. The Festival in honour of 
the Maccabean warriors and patriots was observed by a apecial service, at which 
one of the little children lit the familiar Chanucah lamp, and all the tiny pupils 
sang the V)¥ 1) Hymn. This celebration, as well as at Purim, was participated in 
by many ladies and gentlemen from the West Eni, who could not hel p being im- 


| Pressed by the enthusiasm of the real heroine of the oocasion, the Head Mistress. 


At these semi-annual gatherings she also took great pride in the presence of 
many old pupils. Her marvellous memory for names and faces. was here often 


displayed. She not only knew the name of almost everyone of the thousand tiny — 


mites around her, but it was not unusual to see her suddenly turn to an adult 
visitor, whom she had not seen for many years, and who perhaps in the interval had 
become the parent of a pupil of the old School, and call him by his first name 


| without hesitation, The personal interest she took in “her children,” as she loved 


to call them, was not confined to the School. She would endeavour to reach the 
parents through the child. The institution of “tidy home” prizes was 
one of the means by which it was hoped to help in infusing emu- 


lation among the parents to improve the character of their surroundings ; 


and many of the houses she personally visited. This work was also furthered by 
paid visiting women (akin to the “Bible women” attached to many churches) 
under her direction, In this and other philanthropic works Miss Harris was gene- 
rously supported by members of the Goldsmid, Rothschild, and other wealthy families 
of the community. The direction of Miss Caroline Goldsmid’s Infants’ Convalescent 
Home at Tooting was also entrusted to her. Through her great influence she was 
enabled to collect funds to provide dinners for the children twice a week during 
the winter months, to give the poorest little ones cocoa or milk in the mornings ; 
to distribute boots and clothing to the most necessitous, as well as to defray the ex- 
penses of occasional country excursions. In all these benevolent exertions the 
work of the school proper was not lost sight of, On the contrary, it gathered 
strength from the infusion of that voluntary effort which forms so important an 
element in the real education of the young. Her influence was felt as much by 
those who caught the contagion of her enthusiasm as those for whose benefit it 


never flagged for half a century. One who came under the happy spell of that’ 


influence has written : | 

“T feel I have lost a very true and dear friend myself and I shall miss her good, 
kind face and cheery welcome in the days that come. Her memory will, however, 
live in the hearts of all who had the privilege of knowing her, and of those who 
drew their first ideas of our common Judaism from her lips. To more than any 
woman of our time belongs to her the time-honoured appellation, A Motherin Israel

The Rev. 8. Singer officiated, and the improvised reading desk as well as 
the walls of the room were draped inblack. After reading the ordinary afternoon 
service Mr. Singer recited Psalm Ixxi. in English, and then delivered an impressive 
address, which deeply moved many of his hearers. He took as his text, “ And Miriam 
died and was buried there.” (Num. xx.1). Never, hesaid,was the sense of bereavement so 
overmastering as when wecontemplate thesphere of the life’s work of a loved one, and 
realise the fact that his place knows him no more. Such a sentiment must surely be 
in the minds of those who were assembled there that afternoon to render a last 
tribute to Miriam Harris, to whom might well be applied the words “ Do not the 
very stones of the wallcry out concerning her, and the beams of the timber give 
answer thereto,’’ Gathered together that afternoon were her fellow-workers in 
the good cause, her band of teachers before whom, in practice, she placed the 
noble idea of the Jewish womanhood, Above all were to be seen there 
the rows of. bright and happy children, eloquent witnesses all of them to her 
good work, and candidates for life and immortality. Miriam Harris had been a 
well-spring of vivifying waters to young and old; many were they who drank 
of that brook by the way, aud were thereby enabled to raise their heads. Her 
foremost distinction, for which she would be borne in loving remembrance for 
many ® year, was that she had set herself to know what should be done with the 
childhood of her time. She gave tothis task her solicitude, her talents, her life, 
We were within two or three years of half a century since the Jews’ Infant School 
was originally founded, It took rise in the Jewish feeling, and the resourceful 
energy of four daughters of Israel—Julia Harris and Miriam Harris, now unhappily 
no more; and Frances Barnett and Anna Maria Goldsmid, who were by the grace 
of God still spared to the community. Long before Board Schoo's came into 
existence, long before the State rose to a sense of its duty, the Jews’ Infant 
School was called into being for the benefit of children of the tenderest age. The 
keen judgment of Anna Maria Goldsmid saw in Miriam Harris a woman, who 
possessed the needful qualifications for the direction of such an institution. Since 
that time and until she entered into her rest her life was inseparably intertwined 
with that of her school, which she served with a singleness of purpose that had 
already become a cherished tradition in the Jewish community, In that School 
the characters of the children had been moulded ; there the foundation of that 


intellectual training had been laid, which enabled the Schools whither. the chil-— 


dren had been drafted, to achieve such splendid intellectual results, It was no 
exaggeration to say that from the Jews’ Infant School there had gone forth into 
the world no less than 25,000 children, every one of whom came for awhile under 
Miriam Harris's benign influence. Hers was the rare faculty of understanding 
the interests of children in bulk, and of sympathising with the needs of each one 
individvally. A glory, higher than that of physical motherhood, rested on her, 
Lave, = and patience were her graces, and she kept the School within her 
ver 


faltering and undivided love of nearly fifty years, A few words he would address 
to the teachers, to those to whom the recollection of that precious life would be 


a priceless heritage. She knew that other labourersthan herself were wanted in — 


the Lord’s Vineyard, and nothing gave her more concern than the rearing of a 
band of conscientious teachers. Theirs was a noble vocation ; they did not 
approach their task in the spirit of hirelings. God, and God only, was the true pay- 
master of those who taught the poor. Let them remember that the chief merit 
of their beloved mistress was that she recognised and made allowance for the 
individuals, and entered into the very depths of their feelings. They could not 
be teachers if mn & were not at the same time friends, and when friendship bade 
good bye, the teacher's work was gone. He impressed on them the duty of holding

Internationales Montefiore- Album, Herausgegeben von Dr. FIEBERMANN. 


Mahlau and Waldschmidt, Frankfort-on-the-Maine, 
Dr, Fiebermann’s compilation, just issued at Frankfort, is the handsomest and 


most complete repertory which has yet seen the light, of facts relating to Sir 
Moses Montefiore. The great English philanthropist has foand more honour 


abroad than even in his own country, though Dr. L. Loowe’s expected memoir 
will probably redress the balance. Dr. Fiebermann’s first connection with the 
voluminous Montefiore literature was as translator of the biography of Sir Moses 
by Mr, Isracl Davis, which first appeared in the Zimes and was afterwards 
published at our office. In tho present collection Dr. Fiebermann reprints his 


_ translation but adds to it a namber of pieces which carry on the Montefiore 
history to a latter date. An éxcellent portrait of the heroic Jew faces the 
- frontispiece and the preface (in German) is by D-. Adolph Salvendi of Diirkheim.

us of the present generation an important lesson, when he prays to God ia the 
concluding words of our text that Ho maintain the cause of hia servant and the 
cause of his people Israel as every day shall require. Ife teaches ue that siace 
every day has its requirements, every age, every century, and even every generation 
must have its changes. He teaches us that what may have been sensible and wise 
in one age may be devoid of seuse and reason in another. And this applies equally 
to the affairs of religion. What may have been of the greatest advantage to the 


} cause of Judaism in the past may be a stumbling block to its progress in the 


future. What may have facilitated and encouraged the development of Judaism 
in bygone eges may at the present day be sapping it of its life's blood and robbing 
it of all strength and growth. What, it may be asked, is the great teashing of 
Judaism? We need not make any great research in order t> answer this qaestion. 
King Solomon tells us in the verse following our text that, the cause of Israel is: 
“'To make known toall the peoples of the earth that the Lord He is God, there is 
noue ¢lse.” God's existence has been mide known to us through the Holy Sorip- 
tures, and it is only by making known the scriptures that we in oar turn can | 
spread the knowledge of the existence of Gxd. But in order to spreaia knowledge 
of tke scripturesamong others we must make ourselves thoroughly conversant with 
their contents, with the divine truths with which they abound. Ant this we 


| certainly do not do, We read, itis true,a portion of the Pentateuch and of the 


Prophets on every Sabbath and Festival, but the great majority of the congregation 
follow little and understand even less of the scriptures thus read to them. Then 
again. we are supposed to read the entire book of the Song of Songs on the 
Sabbath in Passove’, the Book of Rath on Penteoost, and the Book of Ecclesiastes 
on thé Sabbath ia Tabernacles, Now anybody who has att-nded the syaagozue on 
these days knows well enough that theso scripture realings of entire books aro 


instances of hypocrisy and sham, and only afford opportunity for gossip and 


irreverence, which should never be offered in'a plac» of worship. Again some of 
the most beautiful Psalms have been inco porated with the Prayer Book, but they 
are read in the morning servic: long befo-e the mojority of the congrezation has 
atrived, and ata rate at which it would be imposible to reat intelligibly a news- 
paper article written in our language. Is it not time that attention siould bs 
given tothe requitemonts felt by many to ba necessary in our syaagozae services, 
viz, the introduction of an English lectionary? Would not such aa institution be 
the means of spreadiaga grea'er knowledge of tho scriptures among us? I woald 
‘ask you on your return home this morning to read carefully the words delivered 
on this subject by ane of theamost emipant of oyrdewish ministers, one at whose 
feet I feel proud to havé sat, tha, Words ntigfed by, the Kev, 8, Singer, on the 
Reading of the Prophetsjin synagogue.

tue German Jew of Barcelona, so humourously described in our last issue 
by Dr. Monpaunt Siaismonp, is of a type which does not fail us. Everyone 
has met them, these brethren whose vo-ce, face, and figure pronounce them 
ferselites, and who would nevertheless feel grievously offended at being 
aimed as members of the universal body of Israel. Clearly they have no 
rligious feeling, or they would not allow their regard for petty social comforts 
y sdvantages to debar them from the public assertion of the Jewish faith in 
lite dignity. They are destitute also of that sense of the honour and dis- 
tgction of having been born a Jew, which was so touchingly asserted by 
BrxauN Disraktt, himself baptized in his boyhood. What is their inner 
ged, what are their hopes? No man whois sufficiently cultivated to talk in 
two languages and balance a merchant's books, can be without some religion, 
ome working theory as to the relations between him and the surroundings, 
yen and unseen, among which he has his being. The Jew, who joins no 
synagogue, is equally a stranger to the church, While around him are 
professing Catholics, Protestants, Quakers, Salvationists, Secularists, he is 
ino religious sect. His attitude is merely negative. That does not pre- 
rat him from having a theory of life, however hard to classify, however 
mexpressed, Let us try to find out what such a man feels, what he thinks, 
m the most important of all subjects. 


He has the ordinary family affections, has them very strongly perhaps, 
though sternly repressing one great outlet for the passion of love which 
rill sometimes well up in all human beings of average goodness of nature. 
He is not without veneration and affection for an old father whom he sees 
gmetimes, through half-closed and misty eyes, when they are tired with 
poring over the ledger. The father is best remembered by his son with his 
hat on his head at the Sabbath table, with the Kiddush cup in his hand, or 
dipping the cholla in salt, while asking blessings on the Sabbath meal. The 
gn makes Sabbath in with a cigar, and makes it out with the ashes. The 
lather had a living belief in the efficacy of prayer, and felt happy in the 
performance of Divine behests.“* The son dropped one observance after the 
other, let successive items of belief be chased from his intellect by 
vhat seewed to him the destructive criticism of his companions, men or 
looks, and now Judaism is as strange to him as a new religion.

The most orthodox families have less observant 
members and acquaintances, and they in turn could give the address of 
others, Few indeed would resent being approached, and none would have 
the right to do so. However little in common there may be between the 
faith of the wealthy nothingarian and the Polish tailor that he is called on 
to aid, the world, which cannot read their minds, classes them both as J ews, 
and will despise them both if one of them is despicable, and if the other does 
nothing to redeem him from despite. There is human nature after all in 
those Jews who hold themselves for so long aloof from their brethren, They 
often come back after death. They are usually buried if our cometeries. 
Much happier for them and for us if they returned to us earlier, 


It is their misfortune that their reason, swayed whine of the many 
perplexing doubts of the age, cannot accept the few simple traths that con- 
stitute the essentials of Judaism as a creel. Push that misfortnne to the 
utmost, it is only a lack of one of the ingredients that go to make up the 
Jew. They are still our brethren in race, their fathers were the brethren 
of ours in everything, their children may in turn be united with our 
sons and daughters in every sentiment. Truc, the parents may cherish 
the hope that their own isolated lot will bridge over for their offspring 
the transition from the remnant of Israel and allow them to become 
lost in the crowd of Christians. - Vain delusion! Humiliation upon 
humiliation follows those who make the hopeless attempt to con- 
ceal their descent. Mother Church, with half-averted sight, titters as she 


blesses the almond-eyed proselytes ; the tall young officer who carries off the © 


blushing Hebrew bride regards her as the glittering spcil of his net to be 


used as unsparingly as any of the lower creatures ensnared by the cunning of 


the lord of creation, There is no equality in these alliances, and without 
equality, no happiness. No, the true place for the Jew without religion is 
still among his people. With them he has natural ties. Towards them he 
has obvious duties. And they in their turn should not make his lot too 


hard, his return to them too difficult. | 


The closing of the heart to the influences of religion was not accom- 
plished in amoment. The decay of the communal sentiment was a gradual 
atrophy, A little contagious enthusiasm might have averted the process. 
When a newcomer settles in a vi:lage, the clergyman calls. Ina great town 
not even the Church of England incumbent is sure to pay a visit, much less the 
Jewish Rabbi. Every advance towards religious fellowship has to be made by 
the new arrival, especially if he is of the middle or upper class. That is not as 
itshould be. We ought to welcome our brethren, and to feel a sense of 
responsibility to them and forthem. Even when the Jew without religion is 
not a stranded fragment from abroad, his defection has b2en a slow process. 


First his faith was undermined ; then he grew weary of attending public | 


worship, and at last ceased even his contributions to charities, But maimed 
and imperfect as is the Judaism which finds no solace in prayer, there was 
still a useful remnant of Jewish feeling while the solidarity of a Jewish unit 
with the Jewish mass was recognised by self-taxation for the poor, the sick 
and theyoung. The orthodox do wrong to make it a reproach that some 
can go thus far with them and no further. We must welcome the 
society of our brethren as far as they will accompany us. ‘To contemn them 
because they do not practise every observance we preach, merely checks and 
cools the portion of sympathy that remains to them. Many we meet who 
have drifted far away from religious life, but would only be too happy to be 


identified with their brethren in some common objects not directly religious 


inaim. Judaism stands for a whole bundle of sentiments in addition to its 
most important theological doctrine. The Jew, by a thousand imperious 
instincts due to descent anl early associations, feels himself more at home 
with the Jew than with a stranger; is more easily understood by 
another Jew; is more intensely sympathised with. The Jewish 


| nature is a thing of itself ; andghere are many interests, such as the reputa- 


tion of Jews and the protection Of their weaker brethren, which all Jews have 
in common. The Jew without religion is not to be spurned because he is so 
unhappy as to have lost the faith of his fathers. He is to be welcomed, and 
perhaps converted. An obvious duty lies upon him not to separate himself 
from his brethren, though he fails to go with them completely, Otherwise 
he would make a dishonest profit in benefiting by the moral effect of 
charities to which he does not subseribe, Ile should be encouraged to fulfil 
his duty, and not checked at every attempt to be one with his people. We 
have no hold vpon him but the attraction of mutual kindness and forbearance. 
The time for excommunications has gone by, That sentence which is so 
sparingly pronounced by the ecclesiastical court, let it not be rashly spoken 
by the irresponsible voice of the laity.

ASERMON PREACHED BY THE REY. A. LOWY AT THE WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE OF 
BRITISH JEWS, ON SABBATH, 29TH SEPTEMBER, 1888, 


In the annals of our congregation the present Sabbath will occupy a prominent 

It will stand out as the inaugural day for the introduction of great liturgical 
mprovements and of some well considered re-arrangements in the service of the 
Sabbath day. We have eliminated from our ritual such passages as contain suppli- 
cations for the restoration of sacrificial offerings on Mount Zion, Ia discontinuing 
these supplications we conform to the concurrent opinion of nearly every civilized 
Jew who, from his childhood, has been trained to study the essentials of his religion 
and whose convictions are not enthralled by considerations which depart from the 
wisdom of Judaism and from the uneelfish demands of common sense, For we can- 
not sufficiently emphasize the fact that the enlightened judgment derivable from 
common sense has, since the first days of our religion, been upheld by our inspired 
teachers as the standard of rectitude and the measure of Israel's religious conduct 
and lasting honour before God and man. The reason for the origina! admission of 
sacrificial ceremonies into the codeof ourreligion, into the Law of Moses, is fully 
explained in the Bible which also acquaints us with the gradual cessation of the 
necessity for bringing sacrifices into the Temple, until at length they were doomed to 
be disused altogether, A long chapter might be made up, if all the Biblical passages 
were collected which show how, by degrees, Israel’s sacrifices gave way to public 
yers, to Psalmody, unaided by sacrificial rites, and to national thanksivings, 
will only refer to the 50th Psalm, which in a most solemn manner 
declares that the Almighty calls on heaven and on earth to bear testimony, 
that no immolation of a living creature is needed to epread divine 


_ mercy among nations or to enable man to gain salvation—by which is meant that he 


should merit God's eternal protection. ‘The last verse of the 50th Psalm serves by 
itself as evidence of the ancient Israelite’s conception about the nature of sacrifices. 


' The Psalmist thus announces God’s word : ‘Whoo offereth up thanksgivings, glorifies 


Me, and to him who is mindful of the way he walketh, I will show the salvation of 
God.” We further learn from Leviticus, chap. xvii., verses 6 and 7, how correct were 
the successors of our lawgiver, in holding the opinion that sacrifices were designed to 
be « mere temporary help for withdrawing tbe Israelites from the corrupting adora- 
tion of idols. Weare told in the 17th chapter of Leviticus that the blood offerings were 
required to be brought into the Sanctuary, in order that the Israelites should refrain 
from sacrificing unto the Seirim, that is, to “dreaded spirits” which were worshipped 
by the surrounding nations. That idolatrous sacrifices had the fatal effect of 
detaching the Israelites from their social, national and religious bond, we 
learn from the portion of last Sabbath (Exodus, chap. 34, verses 15 and 16), as also 
from other portions in the Pentateuch and from numerous sections of the Prophets and 
Pealms, Our ancient history clearly shows that there was no alternative against 
the temporary adoption of the sacrificial ceremonies. It is mentioned that sacrifices 
commenced with the first dawn of religious sentiment. Vvluntary offerings are 
noticed in connection with the brief history of Cain and Abel ; and similar offer- 
ings were, according to all early records, connected with the religious rites of other 
bygone nations. Among the memorials which the ancient Phoenicians have left of 
their settlement in Southern Europe and Northern Africa, inscriptions have been 
discovered in which carefully drawn up regulations are set forth for the perfor- 
mance of sacrifices.* And these regulations are in several ways akin to the sacrifictal 
precepts in Leviticus and Ezekiel. Such an agreement in the rules of sacrifices 
proves that these customs were inherited since remo'e ages by the different nations 
of the ancient world. Everyone, except a hypocritical denier of proven facts, will 
admit that our sacrificial usages were accommodated to the exigencies and practices 
during acertain historical cycle;but the lessons taught in the Bible carried the Israelites 
to a stage of higher culture which eventually impressed, with regard t» sacrifices, 
the everlasting seal of the monotheistic creed upon the doctrine that “ the 
dead things do not praise the Lord.” When we proceed consecutively with 
the readings of our sacred scriptures, we gather full proofs that the 
continuance of sacrifices was no longer cherished by, the inspired teachers 
of Israel, and was slowly departing from the sacred ideals of the people. 
Beautiful and highly instructive are the Biblical passages which exhibit the pro- 
gressive stages of divine worship, and which found their glorious culmination in 
the hymns of Zion and by the side of the rivers of Babel. The cry of sorrow, on 
account of the fall of the Temple, did not bear on the cessation of sacrifices at the time 
when the people could no longer immolate their offerings in Jerusalem. In 
the Book of Lamentations, a book which is unsurpassed for religious zeal and 
patriotic fervour, there is not the faintest regretful allusion to sacrifices. The 
regret only came back much later, namely, in the dark and dreary days of Israel's dis- 
persion and prrsecutiov, when the unpunished slaughter of human beings suggested 
to the composers of our prayers to utter such words as “ We are considered as sheep 


ready for the shambles,” In those ages the supplications for the restoration of bleed-_ 
ing offerings in the Temple of Zion were welcome to every azonized heart, and then — 
_ these supplications thoroughly depicted the tortures of Jewish souls. At the present 


time, while we acutely sympathize with all those who as Jews are persecuted by 
semi-barbarians, we again form an enlightened view regarding the ceremonies of 

sacrifices, Thousands and tens of thousands of our brethren distinguish between 
those things which, in our houses of worship, are needful for the edification of the 
heart, and other things, which through the providential advancement of humanity, 


_ have ceased to be necessary for elevating the spirit of ‘man towards the mercy-seat 


of the Almighty. 

When a congregation looks earnestly and devoutly into the subjects which our 
religion demands, and when such a congregation is unanimous in omitting prayers 
which were breathed forth in the gloomy days of persecution, it represents the 


interest of all, even of the less advanced, who will follow later on, This act of 


purifying the prayersisof benefit not to ourselves only, but to all sister congrega- 
tions. The results of such improvements remain unimpaired even amidst the stub- 


born opposition of men who recommend stagnation anil mechanical formalism —

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Ty HEBREW COLLECTION OF THE BRITISH MUSEUM.

| FIRST ARTICLE], 

The Hebrew collection in the British Museum forms one of the greatest centre® 
wish thought, It is only surpassed by the treasures which are contained in the 
ode brary at Oxford. The fame of these magnificent collections has spread 
wide, It has penetrated into the remotest countries, and even the Bachurim

yd wisdom by examining these grand collections, How often was I asked by 
Jewish students abroad : “ Have you really been to the British Museum? Have you 
mally seen this or that rare book or manuscript? Had you not great difficulties in 
wing them? Is cot the place where these heaps of jewels are treasured up always 
crowded by students and visitors ?’’ 

Yet how little does our English public know of these wonderful things. We 
ye fairly interested in Graeco-Roman art.

Now Heine gces on to advise his beloved one to study the Hebrew language. It 
vould be indeed the best remedy against this indifference. But this is so radical a 
cure that one cannot hope that it will be made use of by many. A few remarks in 
English, trying to give some notion of the Hebrew collection in the British 
Museum, may, therefore, not be considered altogether superfluous. 

The Hebrew Collection in the Museum may be divided into two sections : printed 
hoks and manuscripts. The number of the printed books amounted in the year 
i, in which Zedner concluded his catalogue, to 10,100 volumes. ee 

This enormous collection has grown out of very small beginnings, The British 
Museum was first opened to the public in the year 1759, Amongst the 500,000 
Yolumes which the Museum possessed at this time only a single Jewish work, the 
Witio princeps of the Talmud (Bomberg, Venice, 1520—23) was to be found on its 
ihelves, According to an article by Zedner in the H/amazkir (II, p. 88) this copy 
if the Talmud once belonged to Henry VIII. But very soon the Museum was 
tunched by a small collection of Hebrew books, presented to it by Mr. Solomon da 
‘ita surnamed Athias, who had emigrated to England from Holland. The trans-

The reader can see that almost every branch of human thought, religious 
and secular is amply represented in this collection, the additions to which 
since 1867 cannot fall far short of 3,000 volumes. Looking at this table from 
& geographical point of view, we may perhaps*classify the authors in the following 
way : France and Germany in the middle ages, Poland and the Orient in modern 
times, are ropresented by the 4th, 5th and 6th olasses. The Rabbis of Spain and 
Italy would probably excel in the last five classes, In the productions of classes 
eight and nine all these before-mentioned countries would have an equal share, 
England again by its large number of oceasional prayers and wedding hymns (see 
Catalogue pp. 472 and 652) is most strongly represented ia class 10 nnd 15. 

But what is still more welcome to the student is the fact that all these 
branches of Jewish learning are represented in the British Museum by the best 
editions, It would be a rather tedious task to enumerate here all the early editions 
of which this collection can boast, There is hardly any Hebrew book of importance 
from the Bible down to the Shulchan Aruch, of which the Museum does not 
possess the first printed edition. There are also many books and editions in the 
Museum of which no second copy is known to be in existence, Ar enumeration of 
these rare books and editions would require long lists, the perusal of which would 
berather trying. But I shall say a few words to show the importance of such early | 


misprints which crept in with every fresh republication, The art of editing books 
in a correct and scientific way is of a very recent date, And even now our literature 
does not find that support from the public which would enable scholara to edit 
Jewish books in such a way as Roman and Greek classics are prepared by Oxford 
and Cambridge students. A new edition of a Hebrew book meant therefore an 
addition of new mistakes and misprints, And it is only by examining the editiones 
principes that the scholar finds his way out of these perplexities, 

Another aivantage is the fact that these early editions escaped the hand of the 
censor, whose office was not introduced till a comparatively later date. Tho same 
advantage is also possessed by the Hebrew books published at Constantinople, 
Salonica and other Mohamedan cities. Only Christian countries indulged in this 
barbarian pleasure of burning and disfiguring Jewish books. It is one of the most 
touching points in the life of R. David Oppenheim, of Prague, who spent all his 
life and fortune in collecting Hebrew works, and whose collection now forms one of 
the greatest ornaments of the Bodleian Library, that he was not allowed by the 
censor to enjoy the use of his treasures. He had to put them under the protection 
of Lipman Kohen, his father-in-law in Hanover, many hundreds of miles from his 
own home. With the exception of the Bible hardly any Jewish books escaped 
mutilation, In certain Christian countries some books were not at all allowed to | 
be published, of others, again, whole chapters had to be omitted, while of others 
many passages had to be expurgated. The terms Rome, Greece, Gentile. were 
strongly forbidden, and had to be changed into Turks, Arabs, Samaritans, or wor- 
shippers of the stars and planets. One can imagine what confusion such stupid 
alterations caused. Fancy what blunders would have been committed in history if 
the old chroniclers had been compelled to change the Pope into the Grand Turk or 
the Shah of Persia, the Christian rulers into as many califs and pashas, or Rome 
and Athens into Pekin and Mecca, ? ' 

It would be perhaps interesting to learn that Jews sometimes imitated their 
bitter enemies in this work of mutilation. Thus, in the later editions of the 
Juchassin a passige was left out reproluving the evidence given by the widow of R. 
Moses de Leon to the effect that the cabbalistic work, the Zohar, was a manufactured 
forgery by her poor dear husband, Another omission of this kind is to bo found in 
the Shulchan Aruch, Orach Chayim § 605. Here the earliest elitions read, 
in the heading of the section, MOY 373 37. In the republi- 
cations, the last three words were left out, From such nonsensical omissions 
and changes only the earliest editions, which are abundant in the Museum, were 
spared, 

A remarkable feature about the books of this Hebrew collectioa also is that many 
of them are provided inthe margin with manuscript notes by their former possessors 
These often happen to bear very great names in literature. We shall ouly mention 
here R. Jacob Emden, Almanzi, Michaelis, Gerundi, Heidenheim, &c. Of the works 
written by R. Jacob Emden the Museum p ssesses an almost complete author's copy 
with abundant corrections, notes and emendations by the author himself, His works 
are still very popular among Polish and Russian Jews, especially his Prayer Book 
and his Responses, It would be advisable for publishers in these countries to avail 
themselves of this copy on the occasion of a new edition. Of Christian scholars

the Museum possesses of Kimchi’s Michlol there is also one which belonged to Cas_ 
aubon, and it is full of notes by him. The author of the Ozar luasepharim speaky 
of a Michlol with notes by }RIIONP PHY? “WH. I was at first at a loss to guess who 
that Rabbi Casaubon might be, When examining Zeduer [ found it wasno other than 
the famous Christian scholar, Isaac Casaubon. It is not known that Casaubon's 
ambition lay in this direction. But when Philo was declared as a Fathor of tho 
Church, Ben Gabirol quoted for many centuries as a Mahometan philosophor, why 
ought not Casaubon to once obtain the dignity of a Rabbi?

BIRMINGHAM. 
The annual Distribution of Prizes to the pupils of the Birmiagham Hebrew schools 
was held on Sunday last in the Jarge schoolroom, Mr. M. J. Goldsmid, Chairman of 
the School Committee, presiding, The room was densely crowded, among those 
present being the Revs.G. J. Emanuel, M. Hollander and J. ink, Messrs. B. H. Joseph

ton, M. L. Dight. The schoolchildren having sung Adon Olam, the Chairman delivered 
an appropriate address, giving the history of the working of the Schools during the past. 
year,and dwelling on the successful results obtained by Hebrew schools, handi- 
capped as they are by having to impart a dual education, as compared with the 
Board Schools which only have to teach the English elementary subjects, with their 
superior appliances and unlimited means. He feelingly referred to the loss sustained 
by the Committee in the death of their colleague, the late Mr. Isaac Davis, and con- 
cluded by urging upon the community the necessity of enabling the School to keep 
pace with the requirements of the Education Code and the times. He then distributed 
the prizes, und after a school song several recitations were intelligently given. The 
Rev. G. J. Emanuel proposed, and Mr. M. Davis, President of the Congregation, 
seconded, a vote of thanks to the Chairman and Vice-Chairman, which was carried 
by acclamation, as were similar votes to the donors of prizes (Mr. Henry Hayman, 
of London, Mra, Isaac Davis and Mrs. Michael Davis) the Committee of the Hebrew 
Educational Society, and to the Staff. The endowed prizes (the “Moses Moses”’ 
prize of £5, and the first year of the “Simeon Greenberg”’ prize of £10) were 
gained by Samuel BelJman, ahd the “ Rachel Sacks” Prize of £5 by Norah Siegar.
